The inventions relating to claims 1-11 are not described in any of the documents 
cited in the ISR; nor would they be obvious to a party skilled in the art. 

Documents 1-3 describe a polyimidesiloxane composition suitable for coating a 
surface of a wiring board and the like, comprising curable components such as a 
polyimidesiloxane and an epoxy compound in an organic solvent, and a silicone defoaming 
agent. Also, document 4 describes a polyimidesiloxane composition suitable for coating a 
surface of a wiring board and the like, comprising a polyimidesiloxane in an organic solvent, 
and a silicone defoaming agent, and it exemplifies, as a deforming agent, a 
polyimidesiloxane compound containing a dimethylsiloxane and hydrophilic radical 
(polyether). 

However, none of the documents either describes or suggests the point of combining 
and using, as a silicone deforming agent, a polyimidesiloxane containing a dimethylsiloxane 
and hydrophilic radical (polyether etc.) and fine powder silica. Also, due to the above point, 
the inventions rebating to claims 1-11 demonstrate such effects as providing a 
polyimidesiloxane solution composition which is excellent in defoaming ability, and can 
maintain the wettability of an outer lead bonded portion on a wiring board at a high level, 
even when it is applied on the surface of the wiring board and then cured, to form an 
insulating cured film. 
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
